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Polio Virus 


Fights Back— 


Sometimes it seems to the 
men and women who fight dis- 
ease in the research laboratories 

that the germs 
or viruses 
seem to fight 
back with a 
sort of despera- 
tion when they 
are on the run 
by virtue of 
medical ad- 
vances. 

It is so with 

polio. 

There has 
been more polio in America in 
the past eight years than in the 
30 preceding years. In 1955, the 
year the Salk vaccine came with 
its great promise and hope, the 
year’s total was the sixth high- 
est in the 40 years of polio inci- 
dence. The year 1955 was the 
eighth consecutive year of heavy 
incidence. 

Polio among adults has been 
steadily rising, over the past 
several years. In 1944 only 12 
per cent of the cases were 
among adults. By 1955 that 
percentage had more than dou- 
bled. About 25 per cent of all 
polio cases now appears in 
grown-ups. In the past two 
years patients in their 50’s and 
60's have come along to con- 
found the statistics. The disease 
still strikes most frequently 
among children five to nine 
years old. But, the step-up in 
adult infection is puzzling. 

Treatment of polio is long, 
expensive and, in many cases, 
@ permanent need and expense. 
When the mother or the income- 
producing father is stricken the 
impact on the family and the 
Foundation’s services is_ the 
greater.

There is good reason to be- 
lieve the Salk vaccine prevents 
paralysis in the few who become 
infected after the shots. It is 
known the incidence of polio was 
much lower in the groups which 
last year had two Salk injections. 

The vaccine is estimated to be 
“sood’’ for a period of about six 
months after manufacture. It 
will be a very real tragedy of 
apathy if thousands of ampules 
of the vaccine are wasted by 
nonuse. There were enough 
controls last year to know that 
even one injection helps. Two 
do a much superior job of set- 
ting up the necessary antibodies.

Deserve ‘Yes’ Vote 


Tomorrow Fulton County voters will 
go to the polls to decide whether to raise 
the tax limitation for school purposes 
from 15 to 25 mills. Briefly, the facts 
making the vote necessary are these: 

Fulton County schools are now oper- 
ating at a deficit of about $500,000 a year 
—to which has been added a loss of 
$300,000 from a special county appropri- 
ation. 

Auditors who have studied the total 
evaluation of Fulton County property in 
relation to the present tax rate report 
that school revenues are inadequate to 
operate the schools without a drastic cur- 
tailment of present school services. 


In addition, revenues are not growing 
at a rate commensurate with the in- 
creased school population and the need 
for teachers, equipment and rising costs 
in general. Every economy possible will 
not erase the deficit. 


Unless Fulton County votes affirma- 
tively tomorow, there is indeed a grave 
danger of eventual collapse of the county 
school system. It is up to the parents to 
make the decision—the parents and those 
who want all youngsters to have their 
chance. 


Even the aversion to additional taxes 
—and everyone knows about the growing 
burden—cannot excuse failure to provide 
educational opportunities for our children. 
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Dulles’ Newest Blunder 


Fits Familiar Pattern 


Secretary of State Dulles, who report- 
edly read over in advance the manu- 
script of the boastful article published 
by a national magazine relating how 
often he had walked the nation to the 
brink of war and pulled it back again, 
now says the article “went a little too 
far.”’ 


Secretary of Defense Wilson said there 
were “all sorts of brinks” but he had 
never believed the United States was as 
close to war as his colleague seemed to 
believe. 

Secretary Dulles’ article did offend 
many of our friends. It seemed to give 
the impression that we had a policy of 
moving toward war as a means of forcing 
others to retreat from it. It enabled the 
Russians to say again we are “ag- 
gressors.” 

The article also declared his flirting 
with war was with the approval of the 
President. That Mr. Eisenhower should 
choose a national magazine in which to 
proclaim his policy is almost incredible. 
That Mr. Dulles should do so is in keep- 
ing with his lack of perspective. 

The conclusion that Mr. Dulles is an 
inept man and, therefore, a dangerous 
one to have in so critical a position as 
secretary of state, is one which seriously 
disturbs all those, both Republicans and 
Democrats, who have sought to carry on 
a bipartisan program. 

Mr. Dulles seems to move from one 
diplomatic ‘“malapropism” to another. 
They are each costly. That Secretary of 
Defense Wilson, also a skilled man at 
putting the foot in one’s mouth, should 
think Mr. Dulles his superior at this 
game is indicative of deep Cabinet dis- 
pleasure with the secretary of state. 

If a convenient face-saving method 
could be found to bring it off, Mr. Dulles 
undoubtedly would be allowed to leave 
the office.

Effects of the Atom 
Will Be Studied Here 


The South and atomic energy will be 
the theme of a conference in Atlanta this 
spring. 

Sponsored by six organizations, in- 
cluding the First National Bank of 
Atlanta, and attended by leaders of 
many phases of life in the South, the 
meeting will explore the possibilities of 
nuclear energy and its impact on South- 
ern business and industry. 

Approximately 400 persons are ex- 
pected to attend. Lectures and seminars 
will be held. Laboratory sessions are 
scheduled for Oak Ridge where the busi- 
nessmen, financiers and government offi- 
cials will get a close look at the processes 
which set off the world’s latest revolution. 


The application of nuclear energy and 
its by-products to the economy still is 
staggering, though the world has had 
several years to consider its effects. 
Changes are in the making that should 
make life easier, simpler and more 
abundant for everyone. 

That this meeting will be held in 
Atlanta is particularly appropriate. For 
Atlanta is the capital of a region that 
is just beginning to come of age eco- 
nomically and that should benefit great- 
ly from this new source of power. 
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Gen. Lee’s Greatness 
Grows With the Years 


An examination of history shows that 
an intangible but decisive element of 
greatness is human character. History’s 
great men have lived in the hearts and 
minds of those who followed not only 
for their deeds but for the principles 
which motivated them. 


Such a man was Gen. Robert E. Lee, 
whose birthday we celebrate today. And 
although remembered best as the Con- 
federate leader, the intangibles about Lee 
have made him a national hero. His 
birthday will be observed in communi- 
ties all over the land. 


At his death in 1870—a scant five 
years after the close of the War Be- 
tween the States—the entire nation 
mourned. This was well-expressed in an 
editorial in the New York Herald the 
following day, which a reader kindly 
passed on to us. Excerpts from it follow: 


“The expressions of regret which sprang 
from the few who surrounded the bedside 
of the dying soldier and Christian on yes- 
terday will be swelled today into one 
mighty voice of sorrow resounding through- 
out our country and extending over all 
parts of the world where his great genius 
and his many virtues are known. 

“For not to the Southern people alone 
shall be limited the tribute of a tear over 
the dead Virginian. Here in the North, 
forgetting that the time was when the sword 
of Robert Edward Lee was drawn against 
us—forgetting and forgiving all the years 
of bloodshed and agony—we have long since 
ceased to look upon him as the Confederate 
leader but have claimed him as one of our- 
selves; have cherished and felt proud of 
his military genius as belonging to us; have 
recounted and recorded his triumphs as our 
own; have extolled his virtues as reflecting 
upon us—for Robert Edward Lee was an 
American and the great nation which gave 
him birth would be today unworthy of such 
a son if she regarded him lightly.” 


There was more of the same but the 
quoted passages show that Gen. Lee’s 
greatness transcended his mere military 
achievements. He became a symbol, as 
did Abraham Lincoln, of the great forces 
uniting all our people into one nation. 
Today on his birthday those forces are 
still with us as the country pays tribute 
to his memory.

Earl Long Victory Has 


National Significance 


Earl Long, brother of the late Huey 
Long of Kingfish fame, has won a sur- 
prising first round election in Louisiana. 
It had been believed he would lead the 
field but all the experts in the state were 
sure a runoff would be necessary. 


The race took on national importance 
when the nominee said, in answer. to 
questions, that he hoped President Eisen- 
hower would not run again because he 
might “accidentally win.” 

“IT don’t want any more Republicans,” 
he said. “I think they are bad for the 
nation. . ..I just think Republicanism is 
upside down.” 


Mr. Long supported Adlai Stevenson 
in 1952 and was instrumental in holding 
Louisiana in the Democratic column 
despite the efforts of Gov. Kennon to 
carry it for Eisenhower. Gov. Kennon 
was counted on, had his faction won, to 
be on the Republican side once more. 

The Long victory means Louisiana 
will be Democratic in the fall. It also 
is believed Stevenson now is assured of 
the Louisiana delegation in his fight for 
delegates. Long’s majority was the great- 
er because he ran well in New Orleans. 
Mayor de Lesseps Morrison needed a tre- 
mendous majority there and failed to get 
it. Long was not too far behind.

Bigger Trucks on Roads 
Mean Bigger Hazards 


The Motor Vehicle Committee of the 
House of Representatives has approved a 
measure that would permit increases in 
maximum length of trucks from 45 to 50 
feet and the weight limit from 18,000 to 
20,320 pounds per axle. 

The measure does not affect the width 
of trucks, as may have been inferred 
unintentionally by a cartoon and headline 
on Wednesday’s Constitution editorial 
page. Actually both were intended to call 
attention to the pressure for bigger and 
bigger trucks on our narrow roads— 
whether lengthwise, sidewise or loadwise. 

The Constitution is proud of the state’s 
huge trucking industry and the part it 
plays in the economy of the state. But 
there must be a limit somewhere to the 
size of these trucks and trailer trucks on 
the state’s narrow and _ increasingly 
crowded highways. 

Opponents of this measure are on 
sound ground. The General Assembly 
should think of road conditions, the 
growing volume of automobile and truck 
traffic and the multiplicity of traffic haz- 
ards and problems before even giving seri- 
ous consideration to this bill. 
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Proposed Bill To Increase Truck Weights 
Declared Threat to Georgia’s Highways 


Atlanta—I was startled to read 
in Sunday’s paper that a legis- 
lative bill has been introduced 
which would allow. weight and 
length increases for heavy trucks. 
By way of interest I would like 
to quote from a Washington news- 
paper: “The Highway Research 
Board, which three years ago 
made a six-month study of the ef- 
fect of heavy trucks on concrete 
roads, reported that a 32,000- 
pound tandem-axle truckload did 
six times the damage of an 18,- 
000-pound single-axle truckload — 
and a 44,800-pound tandem load 
did 50 times the damage. 


“It's gasy to see how much less 
damage a mere 3,000-pound pas- 
senger auto would create.”’ 

It is an established fact that 
for every cent of gasoline tax paid, 
a heavy commercial truck gets five 
times as many ton miles of road 
use as does the average passenger 
car. What do the truckers want, 
blood? 

How supposedly intelligent indi- 
viduals can cry for better roads 
and at the same time support bills 
which would defeat this end is be- 
yond me. 

But the truck lobby has spoken 
and our weak politicians have de- 
feated President Eisenhower’s road 
bill. But perhaps this is a blessing 
in disguise; for what lucid thinking 
person can countenance the ex- 
penditure of billions of taxpayers’ 
dollars for new roads which won't 
sustain the pounding barrage of 
large tractor trailers.

Georgia Newspapers Hope 
This Year Will Be Different 


Because of the experiences they have had during almost every 
session of the Georgia General Assembly for the past several years, 
every newspaper publisher in Georgia approaches each new meeting of 
Georgia’s lawmakers with a certain amount of apprehension. 


The question topmost in the 
minds of the publishers of the 225 
newspapers in Georgia this week 
is: “What anti-newspaper legisla- 
tion will be introduced this year?’’ 

It is difficult to understand this 
continuing attack on newspapers 
by some of the politicians of 
Georgia. Surely, those who select 
a political career know they are 
going to have opposition. God for- 
bid that there ever be a time in 
Georgia when there are not those 
who approve of one candidate and 
disapprove of another. 

In opposing a candidate a news- 
paper actually is more limited in 
what it can do or say than is the 
average citizen. If a newspaper 
circulates any untruth about a 
candidate, he has all the relief 
any wronged person could want 
under the libel laws of the state. 

For the most part, those who 
hold public office and the news- 
papers work pretty closely to- 
gether. No politician has ever 
been reluctant to call on the news- 
papers to help him do a job and 
no newspaper has ever refused if 
the request was reasonable and in 
keeping with the welfare of the 
community it served. 

Actually, most of the bills in- 
troduced have been fairly small in 
consequence. Their chief detri- 
ment to the newspapers has been 
the constant necessity of fighting 
such legislation. A great many of 
the bills have actually been spon- 


sored by groups which stood to 
gain little if anything of value 
from their passing. Their chief 
purpose has been simply to annoy 
the newspapers. 

Every year when the General 
Assembly convenes, the news- 
papers harbor a hope that this 
year will be different. They hope 
they will be able to devote all 
their time to supporting construc- 
tive legislation for the entire state 
and not have to use their energies 
combatting petty punitive legisla- 
tion. 

Right now the newspapers have 
no knowledge of what will happen 
during the next several weeks 
while the Legislature is in session. 
Every one of the 225 papers in 
the state hope this year is going 
to be different. They will not even 
go so far as to hope there will be 
no legislation introduced affecting 
them. All they ask is that any 
such legislation have a sound and 
not a petty reason behind it.

Both Parties Back. 
Aid to Schools Bill 


WASHINGTON—Some political writers and 
some politicians continue to lament the lack of 
deep differences between the Republican and 


Democratic parties. 


The opposite conclusion has always seemed to me more per- 
suasive; namely, that one of the virtues of our democratic system 
is that it is substantially free from the ideological chasms which 
divide some other nations and frequently reduce their governments 


to impotence. 

It is a significant fact, that while 
many of these multiple-party coun- 
tries have coalition governments, 
the American party system is made 
up of two “‘coalition” parties. 

The objective of the American 
political party is to achieve a coa- 
lition of national opinion within it- 
self and this more often than not 
tends to unite the country rather 
than to fragment it. 

Two consequences flow from 
this fact: 

The differences within each party 
are increased. 

The differences between the two 
parties are decreased. 

There are many issues which 
currently unite the two parties 
more than divide them. A good 
example is the federal aid to edu- 
cation issue which is now before 
Congress. Federal assistance of 
the magnitude the President has 
proposed is a radical departure 
from anything the government has 
done in the past. But today both 
parties are responding substanti- 
ally the same way to the same 
consensus of national conviction 
that the perilous deficit of class- 
rooms can be met only by de- 
cisive federal action. 

The result is that the range of 
differences between the proposals 
now offered by both parties is 
small while the range of agree- 
ment is large. 

In the area of direct federal 
grants for school construction Pres- 
ident Eisenhower asked for $1,- 
250,000,000 spread over five years.

Get Bulk of Budget 


WASHINGTON — Submission of 
budget to Congress by the President and its pub- 
lication gives us an opportunity once again to find 


out how much of our substance 
which we still are 


Adlai Stevenson had advocated 
$1,600,000,000 spread over four 
years, 


The main Democratic bill of last 
year advocated $1,000,000,000 
spread over two years. 

The federal aid to education pro- 
gram which the President sent to 
Congress ‘last week disproves the 
heavy-handed charges which were 
leveled at the White House Con- 
ference on Education last fall. 
Some of the politicians sounded 
off to the effect that the whole 
series of educational conferences, 
local, state and finally at the 
White House, was unnecessary, rep- 
etitious and useless. 


It is the belittling of the White 
House Conference on Education 
which now stands discredited. 

This confererice proved to be an 
invaluable boon to the nation, to 
the Congress and to the President 
—and all three needed it. 


There is every prospect that a 
sound federal aid to education bill 
will be passed this year if it does 
not get lassoed by an anti-segre- 
gation rider. It would seem to me 
to be a grievous disservice to the 
nation if it does. I am not arguing 
against the most faithful carrying 
forward of the Supreme Court’s 
unanimous school - desegregation 
decision. I am simply arguing 
against government-by-rider. De- 
segregation of the public schools 
will not be advanced by prevent- 


ing Congress from building the 
schools.

This annual sacrifice to ‘Mars is 
a grim commentary on the state 
of so-called civilized society in the 
Twentieth Century. 

In reviewing it, as has become 
this reporter’s annual custom, no 
fine moral is offered —only the 
facts for whatever good their con- 
templation might produce. 

Here, then, is the sad story in 
brief: 

Sixty-four per cent of total ex- 
penditures proposed in the 1957 
budget for the fiscal year begin- 
ning next July 1 goes for what 
the budget calls “protection” or, 
in cold figures, 42.4 billions of the 
65.9 billions total of the budget. 

That breaks down into 35.5 bil- 
lions for the defense department's 
military functions; 2.5 billions for 
the mutual security program of 
military help to our allies: 1.9 
billions for the Atomic Energy 
Commission; 400 millions for 
stockpiling of strategic materials 
and for defense production expan- 
sion, and two billions in related 
programs including foreign eco- 
nomic aid to our friends. 

To those expenditures should be 
added the funds spent for veterans

in compensation, pensions, school- 
ing, hospitalization and such, for 
which the 1957 fiscal year budget 
assigns 4.9 billions. That brings to 
47.3 billions what might be in- 
cluded in the broad category of 
the cost of war. 

There also should be included the 
interest on our public debt, for the 
bulk of that debt represents war 
expenditures. The budget carries 
seven billions for interest on the 
public debt, and that brings the 
total war costs to 54.3 billions. 

And that, fellow citizens, is 82 
per cent of the budget. 

A sobering fact .in the whole 
story is the chapter about our vet- 
erans which loses none of its dra- 
matic significance despite the 
monotone with which it is told in 
the President's budget message: 

“We now have more than 22 
million veterafs. When benefits for 
dependents and survivors are con- 
sidered, nearly one-half of our pop- 
ulation is potentially entitled to 
veterans’ benefits.” 

And the cost goes up year after 
year, more this year than last 
year, the figures reveal.

@ | veterans of the Baseball Writers As- 
sociation.

the Baseball Hall of Fame idea. 

Generally, it seems they both feel 
the house up in Cooperstown, N.Y., is 
cluttered with a mess of bronze 
plaques that don’t belong there.

going to wake up and find more guys inside the Hall of Fame 


than outside. The place is shamefully over-crowded.... It 
should be reserved for the very best players in the game. ... I 
don't want any managers, umpires or guys who invented the 
curve ball cluttering up my dream\i house.” 


The curve ball inventor, or the guy who gets credit for it, 
was a W. A. (Candy) Cummings. He pitched only six years in 
what was then the majors, 1872 to 1877. His record was 144 games 
won, 95 lost. This is not Hall of Fame, without the fable of his 
curve ball.

Cobbledick hits a little harder lick. “I mean to abstain from 
voting again. I began abstaining several years ago when it be- 
came apparent that, at the rate at which they were being voted 
in. there would soon be... a lot of wrong boys on both sides 
of the threshold. I want to be able to snarl, ‘I didn’t have any- 
thing to do with it.’ ”’

Bill Klem—"‘Presumably, Klem’s ‘color’ was his card of ad- 
mittance, while Billy Evans, being only a great umpire, a club 
and league executive and one of the game’s foremost ambassa- 
dors of goodwill in a career spanning 48 years, gets never a 
tumble.”

Obviously there are some clinkers in the Hall of Fame sys- 
tem. Else a man of Cobbledick’s stature would take no such 
aroused offense at the custom.

The flaws in the system have developed in recent years, 
and as Cobbledick points out, reached a delicate state when 
Dizzy Dean won election, Dean was a product of the modern 
day voter.

Tinker was a weak-hitting shortstop, and while a dandy 
fielder, yet was never glorified for this talent. Rather, his glory 
was based on the Adams verse, and in the atceptance olf 
immortality, most everybody forgot to check on Tinker’s true 
qualifications.

Klem—well, if umpires are to belong, then Klem belongs. 


You can find holes in the Hall of Fame arrangement anv 
way you look at it. It should not be necessary to elect three 
more members just because another year has passed. Such a 
procedure brings down the level annually, of course. The burden 
of worthiness should lie on the player’s record, not the calendar. 


Cobbledick concludes rather effectively. ‘‘It seems to me 
that there is grave danger of the Hall of Fame becoming 
cluttered with players who were merely good, or merely 
colorful, or merely nice guys. That wasn’t the original in- 
tention and it shouldn’t be the intention now.’’ 


Maybe there’s only one real solution—the county unit system.

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Voice Behind 
Singing Army 


If it's true that you have to be a certain age to put the 
right feeling into singing an old song, the: boys and girls at the 
Civitan Club the other day certainly gave themselves away. 

You should have heard them singing ‘‘K-K-Katy!’’ 

Geoffrey O’Hara, the man who wrote ‘‘K-K-Katy,” the hit of 
World War I, came to town in the interest of barbershop 
quartet singing and the Grace Methodist Church. And he dis- 
cussed some of his adventures in song writing and publishing 
at the Civitans’ weekly meeting. 

His talk was spiced with humor and bits of philosophy. Just 
before he sat down he returned to ‘‘K-K-Katy,”’ which owed 
some of its worldwide popularity to the soldiers from Ft. Ogle 
thorpe, Ga., where Mr. O’Hara served as song leader during 
World War I. They sang it masterfully and the newly born Pathe 
News photographed and recorded it to show Congress, which 
promptly stopped arguing and appropriated funds to train and 
send out 123 professional song leaders. 


“That's why,” Mr. O’Hara explained, “the soldiers of 
World War I were known as The Singing Army.”’ 


Just for fun, Mr. O’Hara sang a couple of parodies on his 
song: “‘K-K-Kaypee”’ and ‘‘K-K-Kooties.’’ Then he said, “‘Let’s 
all try the chorus together.’’ 

As I said, you should have heard them. They sang warmly 
and melodiously and enthusiastically the charming lyrics about 
the moon coming over the c-c-cowshed and the lovers’ tryst by 
the k-k-kitchen door. 


Born in Canada, Mr. O’Hara is a slender, white-haired 
gentleman who took to singing almost as soon as he could talk. 
He was singing in the church choir at the age of six, and shortly 
afterward served an eight-week hitch as church organist, al- 
though he could only play by ear. He went to New York with 
the Lou Dockstadter minstrel show. 

‘‘That proved to me that there’s a divinity that shapes our 
ends, rough hew them as we may,” the composer said. “I 
learned in New York that Lou Dockstadter always hired 20 peo- 
ple more than he needed ... and I was one of the 20!” 

But he was in New York and soon caught up in the caco- 
phony of sound in that half block which was later to be dubbed 
Tin Pan Alley. And that was where he was happiest to be. 

Enrico Caruso introduced and recorded his composition, 
‘Your Eyes.” 


“The line we used on all the singers was the one I used on 
him. ‘Got a little song ... was thinking of you when I wrote 
it,’’? Mr. O’Hara confessed. ‘“‘But it happened to be true in his 
case. I did write it for Caruso. I always paid my 50 cents and 
stood up on the back row at the opera, and I did write that 
song with Caruso in mind.” 


But the song writer, who was an orgarfizer of ASCAP and 
is now president of the Song Writers Assn. of America, says 
that, with the exception of Caruso, he nearly always has ‘“‘little 
Jenny Wren of One Tooth, Iowa’’ in mind when he writes a song. 


It has to be simple for young and struggling church and 
school pianists over the land to be able to play it and they’re 
the ones who take it to the people. He got his training in that 
line back when the dime store sheet music counter could make 
or break a song. 

‘*The little girl back of the counter was probably being paid 
$8 a week to play the piano—and I wanted to write something 
she could play and sell.”

Total sales of $751,673,000 represented a sizable bulge over 
Miami's $616,094,000, Memphis’ $579,226,000 and Birmingham's 
$423,316,000. 

The Atlanta retail sales increased $238,438,000, or 42.2 per 
cent, from the last business census in 1948 to 1954. 

During the same period, Miami retail sales rose $227,811,000, 
Memphis $117,400,000 and “Birmingham $80,825,000. 

Merrill C. Lofton, U.S. Department of Commerce field man- 
ager, said the Atlanta retail sales of $751,673,000 represented 
about 25 per cent of all retail sales in Georgia.
